N the early Timesof the Goſpel, 
che Chriſtians were very much 
diſtinguiſhed from all other Bo- 
dies of Men, by the great and 
conſtant Love they bore to each 
| = z which, although it was done in Obe- 
dience to the frequent Injunctions of our 
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Saviour and his Apoſtles, - yet, 1 Ha 
there ſcemeth to have been likewiſe a natu- 


ral Reaſon, that very much promoted it, 
For, the Chriftians then were few and ſcat - 
tered, living under Perſecution, by the Hea- 
thens round about them, in whoſe Hands 
was all the civil and military Power ; and 
there is nothing ſo apt to unite the Minds 
and Hearts of Men, or to beget Love and 
Tenderneſs, as a general Diſtreſs. The firſt 
Diſſentions between Chriſtians, took their 
Beginning from the Errors and Hereſies that 
aroſe among them; many of thoſe Hereſies 
ſometimes extinguiſhed, and ſometimes re- 
viving, or ſucceeded by others, remain to this 
Day; and having been made Inſtruments to 
the Pride, Avarice, or Ambition of ill de- 
ſigning Men, by extinguifhing Brotherly 
Love, have been the Cauſe of infinite Cala- 
mities, as well as Cotruptions of Faith and 
Manners, in the Chriſtian WC 
- The laſt Legacy of Chrsft, Was Peace and 
mutual Love ; but then he foretold that he 
came ta ſend a Sword upon the Earth: the 


pricniers Chriſtians accepted the Legacy,

Ie Succeffors, ' down to the preſent. 
Age, have been largely fulfilling his Pro- 
phecy. But whatever the Practice of Man- 
kind hath been, or ſtill continues, there is 
no Duty more incumbent upon thoſe who 
profeſs the Goſpel, - than that of Brotherly 
Love; which, whoever could reſtore, in 
| any Degree among Men, would be an In- 
ſtrument of more Good to human Society, 
than ever was, or will be done, by all the 
Stateſmen and Politicians in the World. 
It is upon this Subject of Brotherly Love, 
that I intend to diſcourſe at preſent, and the 
Method I obſerve ſhall be as follows:

Another ill Conſequence cock our Want 
of Brotherly Love is, that it increaſeth the | 
Inſolence of the Fanaticks; and this partly 
ariſeth from a miſtaken Meaning of the 
Word Moderation; a Word which hath 
been much abuſed, and handed about for ſe- 
veral Vears paſt. There are too many Peo- 
ple indifferent enough to all Religion; there 
are many others who diſlike the Clergy; and 
would have them live in Poverty and Depen- 
dence; both theſe Sorts are much commend- 
ed by the Fanaticks for moderate Men, rea- 
dy to put an End to our Diviſions, and to 
make a general Union among Proteſtants. 
Many ignorant well meaning People are de- 
ceived by theſe Appearances, ſtrengthened 
with great Pretences to Loyalty: and this 
occaſions the Fanaticks to lay hold on, to re- 


vile the Doctrine and Diſcipline of the 
Church, and even inſult and oppreſs the 
; Clergy wherever their Numbers or Favourers 


my 1 
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will bear them out; inſomuch that one wil- 
ful refractory Fanatick hath been able to diſ- 
turb a Whole Pariſh. for many Years toge- 
ther. But, the moſt moderate and favoured 
Divines dare not own, that the Word Mode- 
ration with Reſpect to the Diſſenters, can be 
at all applyed to their Religion, but is pure- 
ly Perſonal or Prudential. No good Man 
repineth at the Liberty of Conſcience they 
enjoy; and perhaps a very moderate Divine 
may think better of their Loyalty than others 
do; or, to ſpeak after the Manner of Men, 
may think it neceſſary that all Proteſtants 
ſhould be united againſt the common Ene- | 
my; or, out of Diſcretion, or other Rea- * 
ſons beſt known to himſelf, be tender of 
mentioning them at all. But ſtill, the Er- 
tors of the Diſſenters are all fixed and de- 
termined, and muſt upon Demand be ac-

and their Paſſions inflamed when they meet 
in Party Clubs, and ſpend their Time in no- 
thing elſe but Raiſing at the oppoſite Side:

| tance and Frietids, and Kindred themſelves 
are often of the Number! Neither can Peo- 
ple of different Parties nix together without 
Conſtraint, Suſpicion and Jealouſy, watching 
every Word they ſpeak, for Fear of giving 
Offence, or elſe falling into Nudeneſs and 
Reproaches, and fo leaving themſelves open 
to the Malice and Corruption of Informers, 
who were never more numerous or expert in 
their” Trade. And as à further Additien to 
this Evil, thoſe very fe who by the Good - 
neſs and Generoſity of their Nature, dd in 
their own Hearts deſpiſo this narrow Princi- 
ple of confining their Friendſtiip and Eſteem, 
their Charity and good Offices to: thoſt of 
their own Party, yet dure hot diſcover their 
good Indlinations, for Fear of lofitig their 
Favour and Inreveſt.

Thus hath Party got the 
better of the very Genius and Conſtitution of 
our People; ſo that whoever reads the Cha- 
racters of the Engh/b in former Ages, will 
hardly believe their preſent erde to be of 
the ſame Nation or Climate.

Motives and Exhortations, that 
may - perſuade you to embrace Brotherly 
Love, and to-continue in it. Let me apply 
myſelf to you of the lower Sort, and defire 
you will conſider; when any of yon make 
Uſe of fair and enticing Words to draw in 
Cuſtomers, whether you do it for their Sakes 
or your-own,” And chen, for whoſe; Sakes 
do you think it is, that your Leaders are ſo 
induſtrious to put into your Heads, all that

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to thoſe who have traded in Whiſpering, 
Back-biting, or Informing, 'and wanted Skill 
or Honeſty to thrive by fairer Methods ? It 
is no Buſineſs of yours, to enquire who is at 
the Head of Armies; or of Councils, unleſs 

vou had Power and Skill to chuſe, neither 
of which is ever like to be your Caſe ; and 
therefore, to fill your Heads with Fears, and 
Hatred of Perſons and Things, of which it 
is im offible you can ever make a right Judg- 
ment, or to ſet you at Variance with your. 

Neighbour, becauſe his Thoughts are not 
the ſame as yours, is not only in a very groſs 
Manner to cheat you of your Time andQuiet, 
but likewiſe, to endanger your Souls. 

" Secondly, in order to reftore Brotherly 
Love, let me earneſtly erhört you to ſtand” 
firm in your Religion, I mean the true Re- 
ligion, hitherto eſtabliſhed among us, with- 
out varying in the leaft, either to Popery on 
the one Side; or to Fanaticiſmm on the other; 
and in a particular Manner beware of that 
Word, Moderation, and believe it, that your 8 
Neighbour is not immediately a Villain, 4 
: N a Traytor, becauſe che Fanaticks 
| C2 and 
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and their Adberents will nat allow him to be 
a moderate Man. Nay, it is very probable, 
that your Feacher himſelf may be a loyal, 
pious, and able. Divine, without the leaſt 
Grain of Moderation, as the Word is too 
frequently underſtood. Therefore, to ſet you 
right in this Matter, I will lay before you, 
the Character of a truly moderate Man, and 
then I will give you the Deſcription of ſuch 
an one who falſely pretendeth to that Title. 
A Man truly moderate, is ſteddy i in the 
Doctrine and Diſcipline of the Church, but 
with a due Chriſtian Charity to all who dif- 
ſent from it, out of a Principle of Conſei- 
ence; the Freedom. of which, he thinketh, 
ought to. be fully allowed, as lon; g as it is not 
abuſed, but never truſted with Power. He 
is ready ta defend, with his Liſe and Fer- 
tune, the Proteſtant Succeſſion, and the Pro- 
teſtant eſtabliſhed Faith, againſt all Invaders. 
whatſoever, He is for giving the Crown its. 
juſt Prerogatize; and the People cheit juſt 
Liberties: He hateth no Man for differing 
from, him in Political Opinions 3 nor dath he 
think it eee e e 


always 
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always attend upon Favour, and Vice upon 
Diſgrace. Theſe are ſome few Lineaments 
in the Character of a truly moderate Man: 
Let us now compare it with the Deſcription 
of one who uſually paſſeth under that Title. 
A moderate Man, in the new Meaning 
* the Word, is one to whom all Religion is 
| indifferent, Who, although he denominates 

| himſelf of the Church, regardeth ĩt no more 
than a Conventicle. He perpetually raileth 
at the Body of the Clergy, with Exceptions 


only to a very few, who he hopeth, and pro- 


bably upon falſe Grounds, are as ready to be- 
tray their Rights and Properties, as himſelf, 
He thinks the Power of the People can ne- 
ver be hoe giert. nor. det of the Fiincs tas, 


eth, as his deſt Argument, to 6 = 
a moſt loyal gubject. Every Opinion in Go- 
vexnment, that differeth in the leaſt from, his, 


tends directiy. to Popery, Slavery, and Reæbel- 

lan. Whoever. lieth under the Frown ef 
Power, can, in his Jadgment, neicher have 

common Senſe, common Honeſty, nor: Reli- 

eee in drink:- 
ing 
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ing Gibbets, Confuſion, and Damnation; in 
profanely idolizing the Memory of one dead 
Prince, and ungratefully nnn 1 the 
Aſhes of another. 

By theſe Marks you will eaſily aiſkinguith- 
4 truly moderate Man, from thoſe who are 
commonly, but very falſely, ſo called; and 
while Perſons thus qualified, are ſo nume- 
rous, and fo noiſy, ſo full of Zeal, and In- 
duſtry to gain Proſelites, and ſpread their 
Opinions among the People, it cannot be 
wondered that there ſhould * ſo _ Bro- 
therly Love leſt among us. F 

Laſtly, it would Nen e to 
reſtore ſome Degree of Brotherly Love, if 
we would but confider, that the Matter of 
thoſe Diſputes which inflame us to this De- 
gree, doth not, in its own Nature, at all 
concern the Generality of Mankind. Indeed 
as to thoſe who have been great Gainers or 
Loſers, by the Changes of the World, che 
Caſe is different ; and to preach Moderation 
to the firſt, and Patience. to the laſt, would, - 
perhaps, be to little purpoſe: but, what is 
that to the Bulk of the People, who are not 


properly 
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1 concerned in the Quarrel, Although 
evil Inſtruments have drawn them into it? 


For, if the reaſonable Men un both Sides, 


Were to confer Opinions, [they would find 


neither Religion, Loyalty, nor Intereſt, are 


at all affected in this Diſpute. Not Rell. 


gion, becauſe the Members of the Church, 

on both Sides, profeſs to agree in every Ar. 
ticle: not Loyalty to our Prince, which is 
- pretended to by one Party as much as the o 
ther; and therefore can be no Subject for De- 


ate: not Intereſt, for Trade and Induſtry. it 


lye open to all, and what is further, concern- 
eth only thoſe who have Expectations from 
the Publick; ſo that the Body of the Peo- 


ple, if they knew their own: Good, might 
yet live amicably together, and leave their 
Betters to quarrel among themſelves, who 
might alſo, probably, ſoon come to a bet- £ 
ter Temper, if they wereilefs ſeconded and 


ſupported, by the poor deluded Multitude. 


I have now done with my Text, which 
I confeſs to have treated in a Manner more 
ſſmited to the preſent Times, than to the 
Nature of the Subject in general, That I- 
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
